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1 . OPENING OF ENMOD CONVENTION- 

WHEN MISOFF DISCUSSED QUESTION OF ONE-DAY POSTPONEMENT 
OF ENMOD CONVENTION SIGNING TO PERMIT PRESENCE OF SYG WALDHEIM. 
SOVIET MISOFF TULINOV SAID HE WOULD SEEK INSTRUCTIONS BUT WARNED 
THAT QUICK RESPONSE MIGHT NOT BE POSSIBLE BECAUSE OF BROMYKO'S 
PRESENCE IN NEW DELHI. IN ORDER NOT TO HOLD UP ANNOUN- 
CEMENT TO UN MEMBERS, HE SUGGESTED USING MAY 18 DATE NOW, 

WITH DELAY ANNOUNCED SUBSEQUENTLY IF AGREED TO. LATER, WE 
DISCOVERED NOTICE OF MAY 18 OPENING OF CONVENTION APPEARED IN 
UN IOURNAL AND "OFFICIAL ANNOUNCEMENT," WHICH WILL BE ACCOMPLISHED 
BY THE SYG'S CIRCULAR NOTE, WAS EXPECTED TO BE ISSUED APRIL 28.

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2. KING HUSSEIN S REACTION TO MEETING PRESIDENT CARTER-- 

USYG URQUHART DISCLOSED THAT THE FIRST SUBJECT KING 
HUSSEIN BROACHED WITH SYG WALDHEIM WHEN HE ARRIVED AT THE UN 
WAS ENTHUSIASTIC ACCOUNT OF HIS WASHINGTON EXPERIENCE. THE 
KING SPOKE OF HIS PERSONAL PLEASURE THAT PRESIDENT 
CARTER PROVED TO BE A MAN WHOM HE COULD SINCERELY LIKE 
AND ENJOY AS A FRIEND, AND SAID REPEATEDLY HE WAS "TREMENDOUSLY 
IMPRESSED" BY THE PRESIDENT'S INFORMALITY, DIRECTNESS, AND

EGYPTIAN AMB MEGUID, REFERRING TO JERUSALEM POST REPORT OF A 
NAHAL SETTLEMENT GROUP MOVING INTO THE VILLAGE OF MAS "HA IN 
SAMARIA, CHARACTERIZED THIS AS POTENTIALLY EXPLOSIVE IN CONTEXT OF 
PEACE PROCESS AND ISRAELI RELATIONS WITH ARAB NEIGHBORS. 
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EGYPT REGARDED FURTHER SETTLEMENTS AT THIS TIME AS AN 
ISRAELI PROVOCATION, HE SAID. (CONFIDENTIAL -USUN 1277) 

4. RHODESIAN SANCTIONS- 

CHAIRMAN KIKHIA (LIBYA) OF RHODESIAN SANCTIONS COMMITTEE 
TOLD UK MISOFF RF.LLTF. HE HAD SPOKEN TO SOVIET PERM REP TROYANOVSKY, 
WHO AGREED TO HAVING THE SANCTIONS COMMITTEE REPORT DEALT WITH IN 
THE SECURITY COUNCIL WITHOUT AMENDMENT. KIKHIA BELIEVED OTHER AF- 
RICAN SC MEMBERS WOULD GO ALONG WITH THIS PROCEDURE, AND 
HE PROMISED TO INFORM RELLIE AS SOON AS HE HAD FULL SC 

AGREEMENT. KIKHIA REPORTED ESSENTIALLY THE SAME INFORMATION TO MISOFF 

BUT POINTED OUT SOME SC MEMBERS WOULD PROBABLY WISH TO

ROK MINISTER AHN TOLD POLCOUNS AND MISOFFS HE WILL PROPOSE

BE HELD MAY 4. 5 OR 6 AT WORKING LEVEL AND WILL INVITE 
BELGIANS TO HOST THE MEETING. BEFORE SETTING PRECISE

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6. PREPARATIONS FOR SPECIAL SESSION ON DISARMAMENT- 


RECENT CONVERSATIONS INDICATE GENERAL EXPECTATION THAT 
SECOND MEETING (MAY 9-20) OF PREPCOM FOR SPECIAL SESSION ON 
DISARMAMENT WILL NOT GO MUCH BEYOND DEVELOPMENT OF SKELETAL 
AGENDA ALONG LINES PROPOSED IN NON ALIGNED "INFORMATION PAPER". 
SOME NONALIGNED EXPECT PROTRACTED FIGHT OVER AGENDA AS RESULT 
OF ANTICIPATED SOVIET EFFORT TO HAVE "CONVENING OF A WORLD 
DISARMAMENT CONFERENCE" IDENTIFIED AS A SPECIAL 
AGENDA TOPIC. OTHER ISSUES ARE DECISION ON NGO ROLE, FURTHER 
SUPPORT WORK BY SECRETARIAT, AND SCHEDULING OF FURTHER 
PREPCOM WORK, BUT THESE SHOULD NOT PROVE EXCEPTIONALLY DIFF- 
ICULT. COMMITTEE CHAIRMAN HOPES TO CONDUCT WORK IN INFORMAL

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7. SEABED ARMS CONTROL TREATY- 

AFTER UK AND USSR AGREED TO METHOD OF HANDLING ANY SUB- 
STANTIVE PROPOSALS CONCERNING SEABED ARMS CONTROL TREATY, AS 
PROPOSED BY THE DEPARTMENT, ASYG BIORNERSTEDT WAS INFORMED 
OF OUR DESIRE TO HAVE SUCH PROPOSALS TRANSMITTED BY THE SEC- 
RETARIAT TO TREATY PARTIES MEMBERS OF UN, 

WITH EXTRA COPIES PROVIDED TO DEPOSITARIES SO THAT THEY CAN INFORM 
PARTIES THAT ARE NOT UN MEMBERS. BJORNERSTEDT SAID HE WOULD 
CHECK THE ARRANGEMENT WITH THE UN LEGAL OFFICE, BUT DID

8. MAPUTO CONFERENCE- 

COMMITTEE OF 24 AND COUNCIL FOR NAMIBIA, AT JOINT MEETING 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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APRIL 28, APPROVED THE THIRD OF THREE REPORTS ON THE MAPUTO 
CONFERENCE PREPARED BY THE ORGANIZING COMMITTEE. COMMITTEE OF 24 
CHAIRMAN SALIM (TANZANIA) COMMENTED THAT 50 COUNTRIES 
HAVE INFORMED THE SECRETARIAT THEY INTEND TO PARTICIPATE IN 
THE CONFERENCE, AND PLEDGES NOW TOTAL APPROXIMATELY 
$301,000. (USUN 1291) 

9. COMPLAINT ABOUT IDF DRAFTING YOUNG WOMEN-- 

TWO NETUREI KARTA (CONSERVATIVE, THEOCRATIC SECT) RABBIS ASKED 
DEPUTY PERM REP LEONARD TO INTERVENE WITH THE ISRAELI GOVERN- 
MENT ON THE QUESTION OF YOUNG RELIGIOUS ISRAELI WOMEN BEING 
CONSCRIPTED INTO IDF. LEONARD REPLIED THAT THE ISSUE WAS 
ISRAELI INTERNAL MATTER, ALTHOUGH IT HAD A HUMAN RIGHTS 
ASPECT. IN RESPONSE TO HIS QUERY WHETHER THEY REGISTERED 
THEIR PROTEST WITH THE ISRAELI UN MISSION OR ISRAELI EMBASSY 
IN WASHINGTON, THE RABBIS SAID THEY WERE US CITIZENS AND FELT 
IT WOULD BE MORE EFFECTIVE TO ASK THE USG TO INTERVENE.

10. ECOSOC ELECTIONS- 

ALTHOUGH WESTERN EUROPEAN AND OTHERS GROUP (WEO) ARRIVED 
AT TWO MORE AGREED SLATES, THERE IS STILL NO AGREEMENT 
FOR FOLLOWING ECOSOC SUBSIDIARY BODIES: STATISTICAL COMMISSION; 
COMMISSIONS ON HUMAN RIGHTS, ON NARCOTIC DRUGS, AND ON TRANS- 
NATIONAL CORPORATIONS; UNICEF, UNDP GOVERNING COUNCIL, AND 
AD HOC INTERGOVERNMENTAL WORKING GROUP ON CORRUPT PRACTICES. 
THE FRG WITHDREW ITS INTEREST IN THE COMMITTEE ON HOUSING, BUILDING 
AND PLANNING, RESULTING IN A GROUP ENDORSEMENT OF CANADA AND 
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SWEDEN. DENMARK WITHDREW ITS CANDIDACY FOR THE COMMITTEE 
ON REVIEW AND APPRAISAL, WHICH WILL ENABLE THE GROUP TO 
ENDORSE AUSTRIA, BELGIUM, CANADA, FRG, NETHERLANDS, UK AND FRANCE. 
NORWAY WILL REPLACE SWEDEN IN THE PREVIOUSLY AGREED 
SLATE FOR THE COMMITTEE ON FOOD AID POLICIES AND PROGRAMS.

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11. SOCIAL COMMITTEE- 

THE COMMITTEE CONCLUDED ITS CONSIDERATION OF THE QUESTION OF THE 
STATUS OF WOMEN APRIL 27, AFTER ADOPTING A DRAFT RESOLUTION ON 
THE INFLUENCE OF THE MASS COMMUNICATION MEDIA ON ATTITUDES TOWARDS 
THE ROLE OF MEN AND WOMEN IN PRESENT-DAY SOCIETY. A POLISH 
AMENDMENT (L.710) PROPOSING THAT THE STUDY BE CARRIED OUT BY THE 
SYG AND UNESCO RATHER THAN BY A SPECIAL RAPPORTEUR WAS REJECTED 
13-14-5. LATER, JAMAICA ANNOUNCED THAT, ALTHOUGH 
IT HAD MISTAKENLY ABSTAINED, IT HAD INTENDED TO VOTE IN 
FAVOR OF THE POLISH AMENDMENT. THE NETHERLANDS AND SOVIET DELS 
WERE CONCERNED WITH THE INCREASING NUMBER OF REPORTS AND 
STUDIES REQUESTED BY THE COMMISSION. NEW ZEALAND COMMENDED 
THE COMMISSION WHICH, "IN SHARP CONTRAST TO THE SOCIAL COMMITTEE, 
ROSE ABOVE NARROW POLITICAL CONSIDERATION" IN ADOPTING DRAFT 
RESOLUTIONS. 

ON APRIL 28 (MORNING) THE COMMITTEE ADOPTED THREE RESOL- 
UTIONS WHICH HAD BEEN RECOMMENDED BY THE SOCIAL 
DEVELOPMENT COMMISSION WHICH RELATE TO: (1) IMPLEMENTATION 
OF THE 1969 GA DECLARATION ON SOCIAL PROGRESS AND DEVELOP- 
MENT, (2) MOBILIZATION OF NATIONAL RESOURCES, AND (3) A 
UNIFIED APPROACH TO DEVELOPMENT ANALYSIS AND PLANNING. GE- 
NERAL DEBATE ON SOCIAL DEVELOPMENT QUESTIONS WAS CONCLUDED 
WITH STATEMENTS BY REPRESENTATIVES OF THE 

PHILIPPINES, NEW ZEALAND, ARGENTINA, ECUADOR, BULGARIA, ZAIRE 
AND THE SOVIET UNION, AS WELL AS THE HUNGARIAN OBSERVER. 
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12. SOCIAL DEVELOPMENT - 

THE GREEK DELEGATION HAS TABLED A DRAFT RESOLUTION WHICH 
REDRAFTS OPERATIVE PARAGRAPH 2 OF THE SOCIAL DEVELOPMENT 
COMMISSION'S RESOLUTION VII IN THE FORM OF AN ECOSOC RESOLUTION 
ENDORSING RESOLUTIONS I, II AND III OF THE COMMITTEE ON 
CRIME PREVENTION AND CONTROL. THE PORTUGUESE HAVE ALSO 
TABLED A DRAFT WHICH REDRAFTS OPERATIVE PARAGRAPH 3 OF 
RESOLUTION VII, ENDORSING RESOLUTION IV OF THE CRIME 
PREVENTION COMMITTEE. ALTHOUGH BOTH INITIATIVES ARE UN- 
OBJECTIONABLE, RUMOR HAS IT THAT THE SOVIETS ARE PREPARING 
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A DRAFT DECISION TO THE EFFECT THAT ECOSOC TAKE NO ACTION 
ON RESOLUTION VH. (USUN 1275, 1280) 

13. COMMISSION ON TRANSNATIONAL CORPORATIONS - 

THE COMMISSION BEGAN DISCUSSION APRIL 28 OF STUDIES ON THE 
EFFECTS OF THE OPERATIONS AND PRACTICES OF TRANSNATIONAL 
CORPORATIONS, WHICH ARE BEING CARRIED OUT BY THE UN CENTER 
ON TRANSNATIONAL CORPORATIONS. CHAIRMAN FASLA (ALGERIA) 

STATED THAT CERTAIN AFRICAN STATES HAD REQUESTED THAT 
CONSIDERATION OF THE REPORT ISSUED UNDER THIS ITEM CONCERNING 
THE "ACTIVITIES OF TRANSNATIONAL CORPORATIONS IN SOUTHERN 
AFRICA AND THE EXTENT OF THEIR COLLABORATION WITH THE ILLEGAL 
REGIMES IN THE AREA" BE POSTPONED UNTIL MAY 2. STATEMENTS 
ON THE ITEM WERE MADE BY REPRESENTATIVES OF ARGENTINE, 

US, BULGARIA, FRANCE, UK, KUWAIT, GDR, SOVIET UNION, PERU, 

FRG, NETHERLANDS AND ITALY. THE DEPUTY EXECUTIVE DIRECTOR 
OF THE CENTER REPLIED TO POINTS RAISED, AND THE PERSONS 
SELECTED TO ASSIST IN A PRIVATE CONSULTATIVE CAPACITY 
REPLIED TO A WRITTEN QUESTION. 

ARGENTINA, SUPPORTED BY THE US, ASKED ABOUT THE RELATIVE 
PRIORITY TO BE ASSIGNED TO THE VARIOUS STUDIES THE CENTER 
HAD BEEN ASKED TO CARRY OUT. FRANCE AND ITALY CAUTIONED 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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THE CENTER AGAINST ATTEMPTING TO ACCOMPLISH TOO MUCH TOO 
FAST, AND THE UK SAID THE COMMISSION HAD ALREADY PLACED TOO 
MUCH OF A BURDEN ON THE CENTER. BOTH US AND UK HOPED THE 
CENTER WOULD TAKE FULL ACCOUNT OF HIGH QUALITY STUDIES 
DONE OUTSIDE THE UN BY A VARIETY OF ORGANIZATIONS. THE 
SOVIET REPRESENTATIVE ALSO SAID THE COMMISSION MUST AVOID 
"DROWNING" ITSELF AND THE CENTER IN TOO MUCH WORK, AND 
INSTEAD MUST WORK ACTIVELY TO CONTROL THE NEGATIVE ASPECTS 
OF TRANSNATIONAL CORPORATIONS, WHICH, HE CHARGED, WERE WORKING 
ACTIVELY AGAINST THE EASING OF INTERNATIONAL TENSIONS. 

THE CENTER S DEPUTY EXECUTIVE DIRECTOR STATED THAT THE CENTER 
THUS FAR HAD UNDERTAKEN NINE STUDIES AND EACH WAS IN ACCORDANCE 
WITH PRIORITIES SET LAST YEAR BY THE COMMISSION. HE ADDED 
THAT IT HAD SURVEYED ALL EXISTING DOCUMENTS ON THE SUBJECT. 
KUWAIT WAS CONCERNED THAT INDUSTRIALIZED COUNTRIES FAILED 
TO PREVENT THE EXPORT OF CERTAIN CONSUMER GOODS WHICH THEY 
THEMSELVES DEEMED DANGEROUS. USDEL (RUBIN) NOTED THAT USG 
ASKED FOR ENVIRONMENTAL IMPACT STATEMENTS FROM US INDUSTRY 
WHICH COVERED CONCERNS RAISED BY KUWAIT. HE SUGGESTED THE 
CENTER MIGHT SURVEY SUCH ACTIVITIES DESIGNED TO PROTECT 
CONSUMERS. 

14. COMMITTEE ON CONFERENCES - 
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THE COMMITTEE APPROVED BY CONSENSUS APRIL 28 AN ECOSOC 
RECOMMENDATION THAT A RESUMED SESSION OF THE AD HOC INTER 
GOVERNMENTAL WORKING GROUP ON CORRUPT PRACTICES BE CONVENED 
FROM JUNE 27 TO JULY 1 IN GENEVA. OKEYO (KENYA) WAS UNANIMOUSLY 
ELECTED AS NEW CHAIRMAN. TO SUCCEED THOMAS (TRINIDAD AND 
TOBAGO), WHO RETIRED BECAUSE OF HIS NEW DUTIES WITH ACABQ. 

ALSO, THE COMMITTEE DECIDED TO ACCEPT THE WITHDRAWAL OF 
GHEIT (EGYPT) AS VICE CHAIRMAN, BECAUSE THE ELECTION OF THE 
NEW CHAIRMAN RESULTED IN TWO MEMBERS OF THE BUREAU BEING 
FROM THE SAME GEOGRAPHICAL GROUP. A NEW VICE CHAIRMAN IS TO 
BE ELECTED AFTER INFORMAL CONSULTATIONS. (USUN 1278)
